".Such a belief would bo Inconceiva- 
ble. The will of the people must pre- 
vail, but 1 believe that it will affirm

"The resolution piroposed by the 
Prime Jllnister was modltlcn! at our 
Instance in several imi)ortant respects, 
of which I need only name one.

"Whether any such 
peril Is imminent must bo known to 
the government, and upon them will 
lie a heavy responsibility If dirii-.stpr or 
humiliation should ensue through their 
fault. I think; notwlthstandiuf; all the 
criticisms made on that resolutiim, 
that Jt. marks' the n^ost dlatlnctive ad- 
VAiioe towar4B co-operation by Canada 
In the defence of the whole Empire 
that wfc iiiive seen for the past 25 years 
at any rate. 

"There is a loffitimate difference of 
opinion with regard to this question 
Of co-operation In naval defence. \Ve 
are told that there Is soma doctrine 
known to international law, and liable 
to be enforced upon this continent— 
the Monroe dofctrlne — which would 
protect Canadt^ in time of peril. The 
men who would trust to that doctrine, 
or who think they co'uia have the tem- 
erity to invoke protection from the 
United States without making a re- 
turn, and a pretty substantial return, 
are proceeding on an assumption so 
absclutoly unfounded that I am pre- 
pared to dismiss It without any argu- 
ment whatever."

JOIght liundred and 
thirty-two couples, according to tli<^ li- 
censes issued from tlic slierlfCH olilco 
havf tempted fate, and, heedless ot the 
iulvlce of Punch t(j tho.su considering 
matrimony, "Doii'tl for uiiichever ^ ou 
do, you'll bo sorry", have made the 
plunge, taken the leap, "gone and done 
it.' The yea." i)rectdiag saw but four 
hundred and eleven licenses issued. 

Juno wasn't tlie month when the 
nioHt marriages were celebrated, either, 
.lune Is popularly supposed to be the 
period which most prospective brides

The perplexed problem oC the Oak. 
IJay municipality rights in the Up- 
lund.s Farm subdivision is .as yet ai)- 
parcntly unsettled. At tho regular 
council meeting hold last night the 
(luestlon came up in tho form of a re- 
port of the streets, bridges, sewers 
and building committee. Tlic report 
stated that Messrs. Bodwell, Lawaon 
and Wright attended the meeting to 
discuss points in connection with 
clause 11 of the agreement^ After a 
lengthy discussion It was moved to 
amend tho clause as follows: 

"Tho second party hereby agrees 
from time to time to dedicate any or 
all of tho said lots as public roads, 
streets, parks or squares upon being 
requested by the corporation to do so, 
upon .such terms and conditions as 
may be agreed upon between the cor- 
poration and the second party, and 
In default of agreement, subject to 
such terms and conditions as may be 
settled by arbitration." 

The vote on this amendment result- 
ed in a tie, and it was agreed to al- 
low the matter to stand over for fur- 
ther discussion. 

The Amendments 

The further discussion came up at 
the adjourned meeting lield tlie fol- 
lowing day (October 2;)lh.) H. Law- 
son was in attendance Councillor 
Oliver pointed out that after further 
consultation with Air. Lawson they 
agreed to allow clause 11 as amended 
at the meeting held on the previous 
day. In addition Councillor Oliver 
thought tlie latter part of clause 7 
should be amended to read u» follows: 
"Provided that proper municipal odl- 
cers of the corporation may at all 
times hereafter have a right ot way 
over said lots for municipal purposes, 
including the right to lay or repair 
any necessary municipal sewers or 
liipe line."! under the said lots,' npon 
the corporation undertaking to leavo 
sucii lots In the said state of repair 
as tile said lots may be previous to 
t'ucli work."

Mr. McBrido has "leen careful that 
there shall b.^ no mlsundcratanrling 
ot hla poaitlon in respect to the ratl- 
. v/ay policy, which he has adopted. Me 
• proposes to accomplish what he Hel 
out to do in the manner in which ho 
has promised to do it. lie 1ms burn«d 
Ills ships and left himself no mean.<> 
, Of retreat. This ourso has not been 
' taken without delii>cration, and a 
brief review of the events leading up 
to this sonipwhal unustial. although 
not wholly uii precedent-id course may 
be timely. 

When Mr. JlcBride tnok olllee asi 
Premier of British Columbia in 1903, 
thr nnanclal condition of the prov- 
.li, ,e was serious. Keeent arrivals in 
Iirivlsh Cokimliia can hardly appreei- 
s.te the political chaos wlii.vli followed 
ihe dismissal of the Turnev adiniuis- 
i.ratlon by Lieutenant-Governor Mc- 
Innos. The administration of .Mr. 
Duiismulr servt'd to restore conli- 
dence. but his well known distaste for 
•public position prevented the entire 
Tumoval of uncertainty as to the fu- 
ture, which was not allayed when 
be laid down the reins ot power 
after a short but successful adminls- 
Iratlon, and was succeeded by Col. 
■ Prior. The latter's tenure of olllcc 
was too brief for anytbinK to be 
accomplisliPtl that wo\ild serve to Kivo 
an Impetus to provincial prosruss, and 
the absence ot any lines of party 
clcavaRe militated against the adop- 
tion ot any fixed line of policy. When 
:\lr. McBride was called to the pre- 
miership, he determined to form his 
ministry on federal political lines, and 
:,belnpr a Conservative, ho called Con- 
servatlve.s- onlv to his councils. Some 
adverse criticisms was made ui)on 
thi.s at the time, but the majority of 
"{he Ijiberais in the House at that time 
approved of . the course, although it 
consigned them to the left of Mr. 
Speaker. Mr. .McBride, therefore, was 
iible to (;nter upon his duties with a 
united party beldnd him and perhaps 
111." was the lirst provincial premier 
of whom this could be said. 

The first matter which called for 
consideration was the fln.ancial condi- 
tion of the province. He resolved 
upon a policy ot rigid ecunomy and 
set about to find means whereby the 
-revenue could be incrraseil. His ex- 
pedients proved successful; a deficit 
was converted Into a surplus; a more 
generous scale of expenditure soon 
became possible and the condition of 
the province from the standpoint ot 
uniincc 'became eminently -satlsfac • 
;(ir\-. lYoin the outset Mr. McBrlde 
was resolved upon a policy ot provin- 
cial develoiuiient: Imt he realized tlnit 
the first thin.!,' to lie rl<ine u as to n - 
store the linaiu ial standing of tl e 
province. This being done, when it 
was no longer possible for any oi'e 
to raise a (piostion on this point, 
when the money market had come to 
look upon British Columbia as a safe 
field for investment and the credit 
of the province had reached an envi- 
able position, Mr. McBride felt that it 
was time to enter upnn his plans for 
jirovincial development. To accom- 
plish this, three tilings were neees- 
s.ary, sur\'eys, liigliways and railways. 
The lirst two <ould be undertaken by 
the province on its own initiative and 
they were undertaken and are now 
being carried on upon a scale of un- 
precedented niHgnitude with excellent 
results. \\'e I'',-!

;the province tli;in ■, \ir u c kiU'U he'- 
lore, and the knowledge shows that

His only stipulation Is that tl'O 
uld shall be such as the i>ni\inee ean 
reasonably be asked to give, and tha't 
It shall be to persons or organ ii:ati'<ns 
having some .definite plan In mind ' 
and able in carry it out, It the aid 
asked f(n- is givt'ii. He proposes to go 
fcirward steadily and strongly and he 
believes the people will stand by him 
In so doing. 

Tne other day Mr. McVlrldo was- 
nsked why he bad declared his Inten- 
tion to stand or fall by Ills railway 
policy as far as it has matureil. His 
answer was that he said It because 
he meant It. He, added that he did 
not propose simply to draw his salary 
and collect t;ixea from tlie [)eople, but 
that he proposed to do sometlilnp In 
the way of devi'lopmont that would 
realize, at least to some extent, the 
wishes of the people, and If he failed 
he would miiite way for some one else, 
who iniglU be able to succeed.

."Ir. Paterson's usual good judgment 
should have made such a statement, 
for, .•surely, a railway, which will run 
down tho North Thomp.son Valley from 
Yel.ovv- Head Pass to Kamloojis, and 
frot I Victoria to Barkloy Sound, can- 
not be described as "in no sense of the 
word a colonization road." Tho pro- 
jected railway line, iv,r whieli Mr. Pa- 
terson and his associatt-.'j hold a eli;ir- \ 
ter, and a subsidy amounting to $C,iOO I 
a mile for 100 nilh-s. with .-in ext-ellent I 
pi'ospects of Its being applied tei tlie j 
wlKde line, would not open very much ! 
more country adapted for colonization 
.-ilnng its nmte than will the Canadian 
.Vortliern. We hoin- ti> see a railwa\- 
liiiilt in the very near future alniig tho 
line covered by Mr. Paterson's charter, 
;md shall be ready, when a iiro)iosltie)ti 
is made to build It, to gi\-e such suji- 
porl as we can; but in the inc-.-mlime 
we believe In tailing what can be got, 
esp(^cially as it will bring the other in 
Its train. 

We shall not follow Mr. Patterson 
through his letter; but the gist of It 
is tiiat the railwa.y comijany has not 
agreed to givi- a first mortgage- uiion 
Its line, and cannot build the railway 
If it does. Hare again we ilnd It diffi- 
cult to understand Mr. Paterson. The 
agreement is tli.it tile eompany shall 
gi\-e til'' governmi-nt a lirst mortgage. 
The i)reliiiiinar.\- contract does not so 
specify, but ."vl'-. MelJride has been ex- 
plicit in sa.N ing that the contract to bo 
sulimltted to the legislature will con- 
tain such a mortgage, and we do not 
lliinl< that .Mr. Paterson will uudert.ike 
lo say that .Mr. .Vieiiride's woi.l Is not 
to be accepted.

FOREIGN FIRE INSURANCE 

"We understand that tho Board of 
Trade will be asked to consider tho 

question ot lire insurance written on 
('anadlan prni)i>rty liy eompauies not 
having otlicea in the Dominion. As is 
generally known the federal govern- 
ment proposes to ro'-introduce the 
Insurance Bill at the forthcoming 
session of Parliament, and the sug- 
gestion has been made that the 
Board of Trade might very properly 
express lt.« opinion upon any point 
that Is of general interest. Such a 
point is foreign underwriting. II is 
cni-rled on to a very coiisidorable ex- 
ti'iit. 'I'liiu'e aro certain c'omp;inie.s, 
or periiaiis It would be more accurate 
to say associatkins, which make u 
business of wiltlu,.; a certain class of 
ln.--.iirance, Thus mills of varieua 
kinds can gi-t iiiHuraiiei- In associa- 
tions making a specialty of taking 
such risks. We think there is a co- 
operative element In It. Tho asso- 
ciation prescribes the precautions 
that are to be takmi against fire, and 
(juotes a minimum rate tor the pre- 
miums. Wo understand that the 
groat departmental stores adopt a 
similar eourse-. Tliese associations 
make no ilejiosu with the goverr- 
mont, are not subject to Bovernment 
Inspection, and pay no taxes what- 
ever. They contend that what they 
do is no one's business except their ow n 
as they are not out to get insurance 
from tlio general inibllc. On the 
other hand the reiiresentatives of the 
regular companies claim that, as tliey 
maintain oftlces, and most of thcrri 
many ofllcos In Canada; tbat as they 
pay taxes which are oftin heavy; 
that as they must put up a deposit with 
the Dominion government, and be 
ready at all times to submit their af- 
fairs to government inspection, they 
have a riglit to be iirotectcd against 
such comiietition. 

. . .(."he ^■'Qi'irpiil Witness says -that the 
insurance Bill as originally drafted 
pcnallzed-'a;i Instirlince ' written* out- 
side of Canada by companies that 
had not brought themselves within the 
provisions of the law (ts to deposits, 
local rep'-esentatlon and so on. To 
this the .Manufacturers' Association 
v(-ry strenuously objected, the sub- 
stance of tlieir contention being that 
as the insured chose to take their 
own risk, the government had really 
no right to interfere. The; Ass.xMa- 
tlon was ready, however, to maki- a 
concession lo Hie iirlnclide of protec- 
tion by assenting to a 15 per ei nl. 
tax upon all iiremiums; but at a sub- 
seciuent mei-ting this proposition was 
withdrawn, for the Association con- 
tended that, if coniii,-ini(-:i not main- 
taining ofllces in (;.iiia(ia or being 
subject lo government inspection or 
liable to m;ik,.- a deposit, might write 
lire Insurance in Canada on paying 
a I.' per cent, tax on premiums, the 
door woi.jii be I brown wid.- o|ien to 
all in;iiiiici- of Dogiis eomiianies. 

This is (In- ease as it stands now. 
The responsibility of deciding wiiat 
shall be done will, we assume, r(-.-:t 
largely with tlui I-'in.-.ncc .Minister, al- 
though It is uiKierstood that the Bill 
is not regarded as a governmi-nt 
measure in the sense thai the gov- 
ernment will insist upon passing it 
In any particular form. 1 he obji-et 
seems to be to reach that conclusion, 
which seems to be mo.-t in the inter- 
ests of all concerned. If jiossible, and 
it I.f therefore desirable that all 
boards of trade and all bodies deal- 
ing with matters of that class should 
express their views. 



DRY DOCKS, 

Last -.veek large and rejircsentative 
delegations waited upon .Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier, on behalf of dry docks, the 
construction of which at Levis and St. 
John Is sought. The delegates repre- 
sented Montreal. Quebec, Levis, and 
St. .Tohn.

The 
assistance Is not simply to be In tho 
form of a guarantee by which the gov- 
ernment would make up any dollcit In 
tho earnings of the docks, but a 
straight four yer cent, payment yearly 
for 50 years. Thc''lntontIon is that the 
docks shall be built by companies or i 
by a single company, perhaps, which 
would maUi' the best terms It could 
with capitalists to advance the money. 
If the money could be borrowed at .i 
lower rate than four pcv cent., tlie 
company would have a murghi to nn et 
expi-iises and create a sinking fund.

The report wns adopted and tho 
president asked Bishop Perrin to ad- 
dross tlie meeting. 

Bishop Perrin 
Ills Lordship congriltulated those 
Ijresent on the size of the meeting on 
a very rainy afternoon, lie reinenr. 
bered on one occasion when a very 
great man h.v.1 been asked to address 
a. large gathering of children at 
Southampton and a great storm had 
jirevented all but about tweiuy-four 
coming, he liiid'siild that he would 
give the little gathering his very 
best. Ho could nui hope to deliver 
such an address as tliu children had 
listened to lluU day, but he would 
like to leave with his hearers some 
thoughts worth remembering. 

The Hislioj) took as his text the two 
words llospltal and Pity, lie spoko 
of the signlllcanco and the value of 
the words we use, and advised his 
liatoncrs to get a copy of tlie book 
on this subject of Archbishop 
'J'rcneh, promising them that they 
would not llnd a page ol It dull. 

Wo went on to show that hospital 
and hotel had exactly the same 
meaning originally. The meaning 
of the word was a pl.acu where guests 
were entertained. In old times the 
hostels took In all guests, and a 
marvellous descriiitlon was given in 
Ivuiihoe of such a gathering. The 
worti was still sometimes used In Its 
original meaning as in Christ's hos- 
pital, the famous Blue .Coat school, 
where the guests were In the best of 
health. 

'The hosjiltal of our day was a 
place for guests where all, rich and 
poor were received and treated wltli 
all kindness. The hotels of our day 
were often very different from Ihi' 
old Inns, and there was auUe as 
great nn improvement in the appli- 
ances of the modern ho.spltal. Fred- 
erick Maurice had described the lios- 
pitaU of sixty years ago, and though 
the .•■haracter of the nurses was not 
good, he was able to discern that 
some of them showed very grc.tt 
tendoiness to the suffering. 

In those days a class of women 
were found in our hosoltals who 
were devoted heart and soul lo the 
care of their guests. It was tlie work 
I of the Daughters' of rity to fullll the 
i higliCKt Ideril of hospitality, and to 
■Srlve of their best to surround their 
•guests . with boaut;.:, ond comfort, 
.'i'hey fullilled, the splrh ..f the I^ord'.s 
j-ommand. v.dio hade his followers 
when they mft'Jc a fenst to. call tho 
I poor and the afflicted. 

Pity and Pioty 
"Pity and piety" had exactly tho 
same meaning at first, although now 
used differently. B.\- ex;imples from 
the classics it ■\vas shown that the 
pious jierson of old was he who of- 
fered sacrinces to the gods, and did 
not forget his duty to bis friends and 
relatives. 

Pil.\-, in the .■;ense of compassion, 
w;is looked ujion as weakness by the 
old philosopliers. The Christian re- 
ligion h;id changed that for God a.s 
revealed in Christ w.as a God of pity 
for He went about doing good. 

There may have been a time when 
people were so zealous In their wor- 
ship of God that ihey forgot their 
duty to their neighbor. It was yos- 
Klblo that in these day.s, in our iinx- 
icly to help our neighbors, we might 
forget what wa.s due to God. 

The speaker was glad to see SO 
many in the morning of their lives 
trying to do wdiat they could to re- 
lieve iKiln. Ho siioke of a visit t^J 
tho hospital last Christmas, and of 
the delight of the children over tliu 
toys that the Daughters of Pity had 
left. The legend of Buddha mid tlie 
story o£ Lord Shaftesbury's life was 
touched upon to show how pltj- 
which led lo the relief of pain, en- 
nobled lives. And a warning wa.-j 
given against that pity which wa..; 
merely an Idle sentiment. 

Vote of Thanks 

In moving a standing vole of 
thanks for the address, Mrs. Wilson 
.said: "We are very pleased to have 
the Lord Bishop of Columbia with 
ns today, and I am sure wo have 
listened with pleasure to the Inter- 
esting and insirucilve ideas which he 
has given us to help us In our work, 
and to give us beautiful thouglnu 
about it.

Wo look upon' tho author or the 
w.imr.n who wins ■succobs In prolos- 
slomil life with nUuili-utlon, hut our 
Imagination , is not , stirred hy tho 
worlv of. the womoti who In iniUlona 
of homos. 'arc caring for their iamll- 
Ics. . - ■ ■, 

And yot''a writer in ilarper's I'azar 
points, otif thai It is tliesc womer. 
vvlio aro (loliig- tlie greatest share In 
tho uorkl's work. Leaving out of the 
question tho hlghO!?t service, that of 
motherhood, - she dwells on tho Im- 
portiince of the work of. the- woman 
as tho spender and the hiisbandcr oC 
the world's resources. 

Her article Is written for the wo- 
men of the United States but It ap- 
j plies to Canada as well for tlie coun- 
I tries of tlie world arc so closely 
I bound together in tlicse (lu.ys that 
wliat affects one cannot leave the 
I otlier untouched. It may seem strange 
tliat in t'anada, where thousands of 
square miles of fertile land • — yet 
unt-'/Uched by tho i)Iough ar.' vliere 
much more food Is grown tlia . n s\if. 
ticlent for our comparatively aaiall 
population there should be the sunie 
reasons for econo.ny as In olde,- and 
ihore thickly populated countrle.«, but 
every housewife knows that th .• coat 
of living; has Increased from tlie At- 
lantic to the Paeilic and thai, If wo 
cxci'pt a part of tlie farming coni- 
mutiity. out of all propoi-tion to the 
Incrciise In incomes, .\lready the wis- 
est of (djservers on this as well as on 
the other side of the boundary are 
warning us tliat wo must conserve 
our resources. The soil must lie less 
waslcfully cultivated, the forests must 
no longer be destroyed whether by th(> 
carelessness of the lumberman or the 
flevastatlng lire. Our llslierles must 
lie iireserved and even the lives of tlie 
wild creatures of the forest must be 
lield r>i'ocioiis. Hut there is growing 
a (-(mvictlon that liuman life Is tliat 
of wliieh there Is the greatest need of 
conservation. In tluiusauds of labora- 
tories 1 hroughmit the world, the wis- 
est and oiost learned men are study- 
ing how tliey may best combat tlV- 
diseases which carry off men and wo- 
men and little children or leave them 
In a busy world unlit for the struggle 
of life.' These men have accomplish- 
ed woiidora. Many diseases have 
been lianlshed and others robbed of 
lialf tlieir terrors. But let them do 
wliat tliey may it will still remain 
true tliat liabes will die, children grow 
u]> witli weak bodies and infirm mliuls 
and men and women fail In what 
ought to 1)0 the iirime of life unlosa 
tile home makers understand liow to , 
.'^clect and iircjiare for tliem tlie nou- ' 
risliment which their hoilies deniiiiid, 
and to keep tho homes In such a con- 
dition that disease shall not flourish 
even when It galns^ an entrance. 

It is because there Is still much un- 
fitness for these duties that In most 
eivillzed countries tlie necessity of 
letiching Home Economics Js insisted 
upon. Women are the spenders of the 
world, and the writer says, "There 
can be no wise dissent to the asser- 
tion that it It be t,:ie part of wisdom 
and economy to train and educate 
men for the bualness of producing it 
is no less necoa.'jary- to train and ed- 
ucate women for their business of 
consuming. The .simple, plentiful 
days of the. past are Irrevocably gone, 
and clch' or ppor what we are to en- 
joy In .the future Is to be gained onlv 
by labor or ilnitod cffort.'-'y " 

The, .writer goes on to sIh^^ that If 
ns writers on ccononiles ■ staltc,- twice 
the amount needed to support the 
people of tl-.- .-euntry in health and 
comfort Is used 1.' Its homes tlien kit- 
chen and drawing rooni are at fault 
and education is needed. 

"If the high i-ate of pro\-entable di- 
sease, tho mortality of infants, and 
tlie failure to reach their higliest iiliv- 
sical development, what Wells cuila 
tho "half-death rate," are due, more 
or loss, to a lack of knowledge on the 
part of thf woman, then she does not 
■know her business. 

If there Ikkj !,f,^n no opportunity af- 
foi-ded iKT t.. i.arn those facts and 
rea.-ions iipo", i iucli proper choice l.'i 
based; if tlio"' is no |,lace to learn 
of tlie vital needs of the liumiiii or- 
ganism — pure ;iir, [lure water, pure 
food. hcaltliful clothing. simllarv 
houses, how and where those may l)e 
attained and cared for at tile least e.s- 
pendituro of time, monej- and strengtli 
—then the educational" system is at 
fault. 

If it be true that, a better, wiser 
consumption has become^ imperative 
for the health, wealth arid morals of 
th(> nii;ion,-for the proper husbanding 
<if Its resources, for the proper up- 
hullding of Its iieople, for Its contln- 
ui-d !lf<', then eduetitlon in the essen- 
tials (d' life h;is become Imperative 
oLsn, iMlucation is the iinl\- solution 
of the iirohleni. .Srlilshness or care- 
le.'^snes.s in lliesr matters can lie tid- 
erated no longer, and tlie woniiin must 
now set to work to learn her hnsincKS. 
Money Is used iirlmarily to provide 
food, clothing and shelter, and, e.\cepl 
by the- wealthiest class, the major 
part of the income must be spent in 
bining these. Hence, In order to 
know her business, the woman should 
U-nou' those facts (■oni'ernihg the three 
necessities of life whieh will enable 
her to obtain adiMiuate ami proper 
re!liril.< for money expended," 

In our own countr\- as well us in 
•lie United States there are colleges 
wliere women can graduate in domes- 
tic selenco. Al the oilier (^nd of the 
scale we have cooking and seuiiig 
classes for the little girls. liut be- 
ll tweon these thenr is a great gap. \t 
the period when girls are reallv pre- 
fitiring for the duties of life thov drop 
the study of household economy 
Whether this Is wise Is a question 
winch tho wr.: -r of this article would 
answer In tlie negative If we are to 
judge b.\- the following parp.grnphs: 

It is tills demand for true progreas 
in household affairs wh'.c!; Is the 
mollvo power in the growtli of homo 
econoinles. And what home econom- 
ies iiieaiis to do is to .ifford for the 
girl, wliat tho schools airead.i p;lve to 
the !)oy— naniol.\-, iiropet, aiiii.le clas- 
silied. eoniprchensive courses in 
those KUhjects which pertnlii dij-eotly 
to her husim'ss In Hie. Tlic work of 
home econornica is to teacli what is 
meant b\- household adniinistr.al ion, 
its alms and its iiietliodH, and all 
those details whicli will carry It to a 
sitcessful issue If iiroperl.N- applied. 
The oi-ganizatiou of any aucces.sful 
buslnessi enterprise requires more 
tiian a vagun general knowlerlgo of 
tho matter In liand. 'L'he person at 
tho hetid must understand tln^ needs 
and re(|ulrenientH of r aeli department; 
he must have the knowledge of tho 
factors or production which gives a 
Bcnse of value.-) and results in Judg- 
ment; ho must be wise in hi' selec- 
tion of his employees, and i.; bo suc- 
f'casful he,must bo ready lipd willing 
to give , proper nttontloa to '.lutuila, 

This knowloiige and ^sKill <1i,o not 
Gomo by lutulllon, or v.Yo ttioy the 



result of a good general ''•'education. 
Intuition .16 a valuable adjunct; a 
good general education tho best pos- 
:;lblo basis for specialized training, 
hut the successful ' business; : 'jman 
learns and knows the dstallet ' of i^hls 
particuhir buslsicsa. He Jearns- to 
know tho roiison.-j for the necessary 
processes that ho may adai>t means 
lo ends with the least nosslble loss. 
His factory, his olllce. his methods, 
nro arranged for the uses to which 
tliov<uro to be put In order that there 
may be a minimum c.\i)cnditure with 
maximum re.sults. 

All tills Is necessary to the liusl- 
neaa of hoiisekeeiiiiig, and all this 
the woman has .soniewhere, aomohow, 
to learn. It wau KIngsl-y ^vho said, 
"Knowlcdiro of electric telegrapli 
saves time; knowledge of writing 
saves liuniaii speech and locomo- 
tion; knowleilge of domestic econ- 
omy saveij Income; knowlcdgt; of 
uanitary hiws saves liealth and life." 
Tlio liouscUeeiihig of today Is at 
fault, if the woman wiio is at the 
liead of it lias not that knowlodgo, 
which will enable her to buy her 
dollar's worth; which will give her 
and hers at Uast "partial Immunity 
from preventable disease; which 
saves her child from premature death 
or keeps It from being maimed In 
hody or soiil be'dhuso its parents have 
not tho knowledge to cure for Ijt prop- 
erly. 

All will not agree with a well- 
known lecturer that homes are In 
immediate danger . of disintegration. 
So long as there is mother-love, 
father- tondorncss, and helpless In- 
fancy, just bO long will there be 
homo.i. But there should be fewer 
sick and dying haldes; fewer marred 
and Injured one.s, fewer women hre^ak- 
Ing down, fewer stunted lives, less 
nervousness, Ichh contagious disease, 
less domestic trouble, less iiiiliappl- 
nesH, in tlioni. Tliere should be 
higher ideas and ideas of living, of 
IKUsonal re^iionsihilitA-; tlieri. should 
he more "sweetness ;uid light," nioro 
he.-ilth, more hal)plIlI■^^s, ami more 
beauty. To give llila, is wliat home 
economics means to do. It means to 
give tho woni.-ui, the head of the 
house, the opiairtunlty to learn to 
know her hufdness. To sliow her how 
to conserve liei' resources .as widl as 
those of this great country upon 
which will kei>|i lier from expending 
ten billions wliere five will do. If 
that man Is n benefactor to Ids race 
who makes two blades of gras.;^ to 
grow where hut one has grown be- 
fore, surely the woman who uses one 
scuttleful of coal to do the work 
which formerly has tn.ken two may 
be called one also.

Lho explorers, LowiB . and. Clark,', are 
said to have ' tied their datt^e-'i in'*;: th'e 
^•o,•^r. 1805;' r'lt aftoi' marked' the • landing 
point of the fur- traders bt the Hudson 
Bay company ;iri' 1824. The old tree 
stood on the -river' bank at tho foot 
of Main street, but recently was un- 
dermined by the high 'water of the 
t.!olu!n!)ia river and toppled over. 

This tree was live feet In diameter 
at the lirise and aeventy-llve feel higli, 
spreading full.\' iiftj'-live across at lis 
crown. A coiiper railroad spike is I'O- 
ported to have been driven into the 
trunlv to serve as a. stiirting-iioint for 
all the <'arly .surveys in tlie aoutli- 
woiitern part of Washington, but this 
mark has long been grown over. It 
will probably bo cliopped out aiid cra'o- 
fully preserved among the relics ol the 
pioneer settlement. Tlio Junction of 
the city limits .-ind the military reser- 
vation was on the site 0/ this old tree, 
and there were few iietiplo in the Pii- 
cific Northwest who were Ignorant of 
that famous landmiirk.

victoria was visited yesterday by the 
tall end of a .storm of extensive area, 
which in leiiglli extended from tho 
coast of Oregon to the Yukon. Tho 
centre of the atmosiiheric disturbance, 
which was bclovr Incdies, was to the 
northwest of the t^uecn Cliurlotle is- 
lands, and it is estimated that from 
tlilH iioliit the storm had a radius noriM 
and south of 1,500 miles. The liiglie.st 
wind velocil.y in Victoria yesterday 
was :;i miles an hour, the whid never 
attaining the proportions of ii gale. 

'J"he Htorni, which was cyclonic In 
character, has been raging along the 
coast since Saturday. On that day a 
soutlierly gale prevailed on the coast, 
exlendiiig from tho mouth ot the Col- 
umbia river to the centre of the storm. 
In tlie northwest portion of the storm 
area the, wind was blowing from tlie 
northeast. On Saturday evflntng the 
observer at Estevan point estimated 
tliia wind velocity at 70 miles an hour, 
and at the same time a velocity of r.6 
miles was reported from the mouth of 
tho Columbia river. The chief forces 
of tho wind were confined to tho west 
coast of Vancouver Island and the 
const of Oregon. 

While tho storm area is so great, it 
is probable that a gale was not blow- 
ing at all tho points along Its radius, 
as the force of the wind is determined 
l>y barometric pressure, land conllgura- 
tion, and local conditions. It is safe 
to say, hovever, that rain iirevailcd 
over the entire area. .\s the season 
advances storr.is may be expected to 
move down the coast, coming across 
the North Pacifif', with the Aleutian 
isliinds as a. distributing point. 

Yesterday morning seven Inches of 
snow were reported at Barkorville, and 
the temperature hiid fallen to ten rte- 
grecs below freezing point. At Ed- 
monton there wore 14 degrees of frost. 
Snow also is falling in the Y'ukon. 

The effect of the storm In Victoria 
was evidenced liy a very high tide in 
tiie harbor yesterday afternoon. The 
tides are seasonally high at present, 
and this fact, in conjuni'tion witli tho 
conipi;.rGtiv(!ly low barometer, and the 
southern -wind, caused a hcaplr.sr up of 
the water In Victoria harbor, where tha 
tide was above that predicted for yes- 
terday.

Commander Appears Before Sub- 
jCommlttee of National Geo- 
graphical Society 



WASHINGTON, Nov. 1.— Bringing 
with him certain additional proofs of 
his -discovery Of the north polo which 
were' hot' lnclU'de'd' i{i"the records previ- 
ously sent to the National Geographical 
Society, - Commander Kobert B.'^^ Peary 
slipped 'Into Washington today and did 
not mfjUe Jils ptbseiico or ^whereabouts 
known except to a few Intimate friends.

oliargo of criminal assault. The night 
after the determination of the su- 
preme court to review the proceed- 
ings In the case was wired to Chat- 
tanooga, where Johnson was confined 
in jail, a number of people stormecl 
the jail and- lynched him. The' court 
was much incensed over tho lynching, 
and at Its instance the attorney-gen- 
eral instituted proceedings against 
Shipp, who was "the sheriff, and the 
Jailer and twonty-flve -others supposed 
to have been implicated in the lynch- 
ing, charging them with contempt of 
court. Many ot the accused were ex - 
onerated, and In the end only six worn 
found gruilty. 

The finding or the court 'was an- 
nounced in Way, just before the close 
of the last term of the court, but all 
the defendants entered motions for a 
rehearing, which "'ad the effect of 
nostponlnR action until the present 
term. The court today, tljrough 
Chief Justice Fuller, announced its 
denial of the motions, the chief Jus- 
tice stating at tho same time tho de- 
cision to havti the defendants appear 
on November 15 to receive sentence. 

Tile court has tho discretion to 
eitlier lino or ImprLson tlie men, or to 
Inflict both poniiltlcs. 

Prom tho beginning of tho proceed- 
ings the court has appeared excep- 
tionally interested In the cfise, and it 
Is ttoUnved. to "feel that an . example 
must be made to prevent other In- 
dignities to the, court. It Is recalled, 
however, that several of the members 
of tho court, ■ amoiig whom was tlie 
l.Tlo .liistlce Pftckljiim, dissented from 
tlu» \erdict of the majority, wliicli 
may have tlic effect of lossoninK the 
seviM'ity of the sentence. All the de- 
fendants assert Innocence.

TOKYO, Kov- 1. — Tl^e body of Prince 
Ito, who. was assassinated by a Korean 
lit Harbin, Manchuria, was received in 
this city tills afternoon with honors 
(;onsIstent with the distinguished career 
of the Japanese statesman. Tlio party 
of escort arrived at Yokosuka on the 
warship Iwate this morning and was 
mot there by the family of the princi', 
ft few of his most Inthnate friends. In- 
cluding Count inouye, Ito's boyhood 
friend; Premier Kalsura, Admiral Salto, 
iiilnlster of tho navy, and Baron Goto, 
minister of communications. From 
VoUosuka a splendid train brought tlie 
party to Tokyo. Tho scene at tho Shin- 
liashl railroad station here, when the 
train arrived, was remarkable, the sta- 
tion platform of which W(is filled with 
the most diBtlngiilshod ropresontatlves 
of public and private life, those thus 
paying homage to tho slain prince in- 
cluding five princes.
